Good Morning QRP-L! 


Ok, I posted this last night and now early this morning I've had several 
replies, this list is a great resource. I had to laugh though, must responses 
also mentioned how distant TTL logic is in their memories. I don't feel quite 
so dumb today. 


Anyway, I got it to work this AM, but I don't think it will be reliable. 
Would like something that would insure the correct powerup. Here's a better 
description and my solution. Maybe I've post a circuit on the web later 
today. 


Remember, this is a 7400 nand gate RS Flip Flop when the Set input goes low 
the Q goes high. Both inputs have edge trigger circuits, consisting of a 1K 
to V+, 2.2k to ground and a .Q1uf cap. The other side of the cap is the edge 
trigger input and I also added a 10k Pullup here as well. The not Q output is 
connected to a 1k resistor that drives the base of an NPN transistor. 


This is what I had last night. Invariably the circuit would power up with the 
not Q low and the transistor off. Opposite of what I wanted. This morning in 
those minutes when you wake up and wonder about things it hit me. The Q 
output is just floating. The 1k and transistor on the not Q output is also 
connected to the "other" input of the other nand gate. This much be setting up 
the startup state. I added a 1.5K (1K5) resistor from the Q output to ground 
and now it powers up as I want. I haven't been able to get it to fail, but 
I'm not sure why it works either. I'm thinking the resistor/base-emitter 
junction was pulling the not Q output low a little longer then the Q output 
causing the consistent power up state. Now with the resistor to ground on the 
Q output it stays lower then the not Q output because it doesn't have a 
base/emitter junction and powers up opposite and the way I want. 


Sound good?? Still, I don't like it. Just doesn't seem right. Any ideas???

There is APRS avaialble for the Palm platform....many of the digital modes I 
was hesitant to mess with (to me, APRS didn't make sense on my klunker of a 
home computer, since that computer is stationary) seem to be cropping up for 
Palm, so It's worth a try. 


Also, FYI, the other "major" handheld platform is Windows CE, but when I was 
shopping, these appeared to be somewhat more expensive, and I kind of like 
the idea of owning computers that don't require the manufaturer to ante up 
to the folks in Redmond, WA.

Doug, I have some arm length experience with VFO drift. During the 
development of the NorCal 20, Mike Gipe, K1MG, Gary Surrency, AB7MY, Dave 
Meacham, W6EMD, and Dave Fifield, AD6A, spent 5 weeks working several hours 
every day to minimize the drift in the NC20. They succeeded quite well, and 
the secret was finding the right combination of polystyrene and npo caps. 
The Cub is on 6 different bands, and I can't imagine how long it would take 
to really stabilize the vfo on every band. What I imagine will happen is 
that guys will build the various versions, experiment with cap values and 
types, and they will work it out for each band. My guess is that the 
solution will be different for each band. 


This is one of the neat things about kits. Kit manufacturers, whether they 


are a club or a company, have to make compromises in order to keep costs 
realistic. But, the qrper who builds the kit, because it is a hobby, can 
devote the time and energy to solving various problems caused by some of 
these compromises (we call them mods, grin). Sometimes the mods can lead to 
reams of paper (how do you say 38 Special?). Yet these are not necessarily 
"bad" things. We are evolving constantly, and I would venture to say that 
every kit and transceiver that has ever been designed has been improved with 
a mod or two or hundred. The K2 which is probably the best kit every made, 
is different now than when the beta testers built theirs. So are all of the 
other kits. The Cub has been out about 2 months. I predict that someone 
will find a solution to the drift problem that you are experiencing. When 
they do, they will post it to the cub reflector and also hopefully to qrp-l, 
and we will all benefit. That is the wonderful power of the internet and 
qrp-l.

Well, I'm in the process of building my K2. So I won't be the 
‘old man' for advice. 


But I HAVE discovered that reading the manual is essential. No, 
no to be snotty, I mean that seriously. Pick out the options and 
look for where it list modifications back to the main unit or board. 


Also look for any section that tells you how to ‘uninstall’ an option. 


I found out the hard way that once I 'finished' my front panel, I had to 
take it apart again for the SSB. And then solder parts inbetween 

the soft plastic switches with a hot iron. I had to be VERY careful 
there! It would have been MUCH easier to just put those parts on 

before I installed the keycaps and then the optical encoder and 

closed the thing up. 


I've since built my options, even though I JUST started the RF board. 
And I install the parts UP TO where it tells me how to uninstall it, if 
you follow that. Ie. the connectors and parts, and the jumpers that 
are usually needed if the part is uninstalled are put on. I DO plan on 
powering up the unit first time without the options, then putting the 
options.

Gang, 


I finally started building my Norcal 20 (Well, it's not quite as bad as it 
sounds, as far as I can tell, this unit was originally purchased by Doc, and 
was through a few hands before it landed in mine, still unbuilt. But I 
_have_ had it for several months waiting for the muse to strike!) 


Anyway, the radio comes with a 270 degree tuning pot, and a pile of holes 
and jumpers and such to use a ten turn pot. It so happens that I had a 
Bournes 3590, which looks to be pretty similar to the 3540 which is among 
the types of pot they apparently tried. (Actually, when I looked a little 
closer at the drawings for a 3540 while writing this, it appears that there 
is no way that thing would fit - but oh well). 


Well, there are all sorts of instructions about drilling out the panel, 
clipping off tabs, etc. and when all this is done, the lugs for the 3590 
line up exactly with the holes in the board for a ten turn pot. So in it 
goes, but I was a little surprised by the traces beneath the pot. Lugs 2 
and 3 were connected together, and the schameatic didn't seem to indicate 
this was the case. Well, I reread the manual a half-dozen times looking for 
clues and found none. Shrug ... back to melting solder. 


When I got to the part where you test the voltage on pin 6 of U1 as the pot 


is moved, surprise surprise, it didn't budge. It did, however, move about 
the amount expected when the RIT was twiddled. 


Well, there was another hole which appeared to be where lug 2 wanted to be, 
but it wasn't reachable without a jumper. Further, since lug 2 is 
immediately over the wrong hole, it needed some insulation. When all this 
was done, the voltage moved just as expected so I'm off and running again. 
(Well, not right away ... gotta take the XYL out shopping/dinner.) More 
reports to follow. 


If there are any unbuilt NC-20's left in captivity, pay attention to the 
schematic. Just because the part fits perfectly doesn't mean that's how it 
goes. I soldered it in wrong _after_ I caught it because I assumed I didn't 
understand something. I imagine the RH20 comes with the right part and you 
wouldn't have this problem. But it seems to always be a mistake to assume 
that it only looks odd because someone else knew something you didn't.

Tom, et al, 
Maybe not. 


I belive you (or someone) mensioned that the VFO in the CUB uses the 
internal osc section of the NE602. I've tried this myself, from 

time to time, and quickly abandoned it. I've found the chip it's self 
is responsable for much of the drift. Probably some internal 

silicon capacitors in the osc section are not very stable or changes 
in biasing leads to the drift. Doesn't take much deta-T to see the 
drift either. To conferm this, try gently blowing on the chip through 
a straw, as not to heat any other parts. The internal osc was ment 
to be used with an xtal or be PLL stabilized. 


If you look at the NE4040 or SWL SW+, you'll see that Dave used an 
external VFO, dispite the fact these are very minumalistic and low 
current designs. You can be sure he did this for a very good reason, 
the internal osc of the NE602 just doesn't cut it. If it was any 
good, you can bet he would have used the internal osc to save on 
parts, current and board real estate. 


So, I think the only good solution would be to build up a discrete 
VFO oscillator. If you made it with SMT parts, it would be very 
small. Beter find those obsolete Prime Star set-top boxes to salvage 
SMT parts from, before they all end up in the land-fill, hi!

Turns out there are a lot of useless custom computer chips in there, 
but the switcher supply that runs it could be usefull, there are half 
a dozen or so SMT dual op amps, couple of MC 1496 mixers, hundreds of 
chip caps and resistors on the bottom of the board, transistors and 
other assorted goodies. Maybe you could find a use for the ADV101 30 
Mhz tripple 8 bit R-G-B video DAC or the TMS70C20 DSP chip. (think 
that's what it is)

The MXM designs used NE602's throughout. In order to stabilize the rigs 
external oscillators were used everywhere except the product detectors. 
The product detectors used the internal NE602 oscillators but they were 
running at very low frequencies. I suspect if the Cub uses the 
interrnal oscillator it will best be helped by adding external 
oscillators!
